The annual report should be a review, analysis, interpretation, and 
presentation to the people of the county; the State, and the Nation of the 
sum total of the activities of the comty extension agent for the year and. 
the results secured, The making of such a report is of great value to the 
county extension agent and the county people in showing the progress made 
during the year and as a basis for future plans. It is of vital concern 
also to the State and National as a measure of rural progress and a basis 
for intelligent legislation and financial support. This blank form covers 
simply the statistical phases of the report and should be supplemented by a 
full report in narrative form, 


The narrative report should be a statement in orderly fashion and 
arranged under appropriate subheadings, of the work done, methods used, and 
results secured under each project, as well as of the general work accomplished, 
Every statement should be clear-cut, concise, forceful, and where possible, 
reinforced with ample data from the statistical summary. In the preparation 
of the part of the report relative to each project, the results reported in 
the statistical summary for the project should be analyzed, conclusions 
. drawn, and recommendations made. The report may well be illustrated with 
' photographs, maps, diagrams, blue prints, or copies of charts and other 
forms used in demonstration work. Full credit should be given to all 
cooperating agencies, The lines should be single-spaced, with double space 
between the paragraphs, and reasonably good margins left. The pages should 
be numbered in consecutive order.

3. A DEMONSTRATION is an example designed to show thé practical application of an 
established fact. Demonstrations may be of methods or of results. 


Under method demonstrations include lecture demonstrations, practicums, etc., 
such as demonstrations of canning methods, home mixing fertilizers, poultry 
culling, dress form making, and the like, all involving short periods of time. 


Under result demonstrations include demonstrations in which a substantial 
period of time is involved, records of results kept, and comparisons made, 
as in a child feeding demonstration, corn culture demonstration, pasture
